MISCELLANEOUS, 

Tuy Faraniry or Numpers:—The num- 
ber 14 has been obserred-as having sin- 
gularly influenced the life of Heury IV. and 
other Frenclt princes. Let us take the his. 
tory-of Henry. On’ the ‘14th May, 1029, 
the first king of Franeé named Heury was 
consecrated, and on the 14th May, 1610, 
the last Henry was assassinated. Fourteen 
letters. enter into.the composition of the 
name of Honri.de Bourbon, who was the 
1dtli_ king beaving the titles of France and 
‘Navarre. The 14th December, 1553, that is 
14 conturies, 14 decades, aud-14 years after 
the birth: of Christ, Henry IV, was born ; 
the ‘ciphers of the date 1553, when added 
together, give the number 14. “The 14th 
May, 1544, Henry Il. ordered the enlarye- 
ment of the Rue de la Ferronnerie,. The 
circumstance of this order not having been 
cartied ont, decasloued the murder of Henry 
{V. in-the street four times 14 years after. 
The 14th May, 1552, was the date of the 
birth of Marguerite ce Valois, first wife of 
Henry IV, Uu the 14th May, 1588, the 
Parisians revolted ayainst Henry ILL, at 
thé instigation of the Duke. of Guise: “On 
the 14th March, 1690, Henry 1V. gained 
the battle of Ivry. “On the 14th May,.1590, 
Henry was repulsed from the Faubourg ot 
Paris, On the 14th November, 1590, the 
Sixtuen too oath to die rather than serve 
Henry, On the Idth Nov. 1592, the Pav- 
liainent registeted the Papal Viull giving 
power-to.the legate to notninaté a king ‘to 
the exclusion of Henry.’ On the 14th 
December 1599, the Duke of Savoy was 
recoucilud: to Henrys 1V.
